will  hop  on  the  log  in  front  of  the  float,  and  presently 
the  rest  of  them  are  all  strung  out  along  the  log  in 
a pert,  silly  row.  With  thei£  legs  clear  of  the  water 
they  resemble  small,  dark  guinea  fowl. 

Alternatively,  their  pointed  tails  and  vaguelv- 
egg-shaped  bodies  give  them  the  look  of  black, 
animated  lemons.  Seen  from  a distance  as  they 
swarm  on  the  grass  at  the  lake'*  edge.  they  are  like 
a regiment  of  some  kind  of  water-lice  advancing  on 
the  landL  _ 

The  smallest  human  noise  or  movement  puts 
them  comically  to  flight  in  a rush  and  flurry  of  wings, 
hut  they  soon  come  crowding  hack.  When  they  dive, 
they  shoot  straight  up  in  the  air  and  plunge  straight 
down.  

They  come  up  with  beakfuls  of  iui<  \ Weed,  for 
possession  of  which  several  birds  often  dodge  and 
squabble.  The  cools  are  perfect  foils  for  the  Canada 
geese,  those  beautiful,  far  travelers  who  cruise 
serenely  up  to  a safe  distance  from  the  float  and  eat 
bread  when  they  consider  it  wise  to  do  so. 

When  the  coots  take  alarm  and  beat  a shameless 
retreat,  the  geese  circle  calmly  around  at  the  same 
distance,  a*  though  looking  upon  tfif*  little  panic- 
mongers  with  a wise,  tolerant  contempt.  Now  and 
then*  a goose  climbs  on  the  log  and  stands  there  sur- 
veying the  scene.  Yet  wild  geese  are  supposed  to  be 
among  the  wariest  of  birds. 

Sometimes  you  can  see  them  take  off  in  the 
morning,  honking  faintly  as  they  skim  the  surface  of 
the  lake  like  heavy  aircraft  easing  upward,  the  long 
grateful  necks  stretched  forward,  the  great  wings 
heating. 

Few  birds  give  greater  pleasure  to  watch.  On 
the  Gorge  I like  to  see  the  cormorants,  who  for  some 
time  haunted  one  particular  log.  waiting  for  fish. 
My  wife  and  I always  called  it  "the  cormorant  log." 
and  looked  out  the  car  window  to  see  how  many 
birds  were  there. 

Now  there  are  more  of  them,  and  they  have 
scattered  out  over  a wider  area.  Sometimes  they 
stand  for  minutes  on  end  with  their  strang  triangular 
wings  outstretched,  a most  Oriental-looking  bird. 

On  the  lake  the  loons  have  been  present  for  some 
time.  They  have  maintained  an  odd  silence,  except 
for  one  night  when  they  gave  their  spine-chilling  cry. 
You  can  see  their  long  bodies  and  enormous  heads  far 
off  shore,  disappearing  at  intervals  on  those  incredibly 
long  dives. 

Loons  are  said  to  perform  a dance  as  part  of  their 
courtship.  The  other  day  I saw  one  lodn  rise  out  of 
the  water  and  beat  its  wings,  apparently  showing  off 
to  another.  Then  It  plunged  down  repeatedly  and 
came  up  at  the  other  loon’s  side,  and  (lapped  its  wings 
again.  Was  this  the  courtship  dance? 

Perhaps  if  we  are  lucky  we  will  see  both  goslings 
and  a young  loon  on  the  lake  this  spring.

The  Alternative  Ballot 


The  Packsack 


AT  the  coming  general  election  on 
June  9 British  Columbia  voters  will 
hr  using  the  alternative  ballot  system,  pos- 
sibly without  the  absentee  vote,  which  was 
not  used  at  two  intervening  by-elections. 
In  its  main  essentials,  however,  the  ballot 
system  will  be  the  same  as  that  used  In 
June  last.  The  problem  arises  as  to  how 
the  voters  tan  record  their  true  wishes 
and  have  them  acted  upon,  without  the 
confusion  of  shuffled  preferences  which 
resulted  last  time  in  a political  stalemate. 
Much  too  large  a proportion  of  the 
Twenty-Third  Legislature  was  elected 
upon  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  "choices.” 


There  seems  to  be  no  cure  for  that, 
unless  it  comes  from  the  election  cam- 
paign itself,  or  from  a definite  *\hnrpening 
of  the  minds  of  the  voters  themselves.  The 
alternative  ballot  system,  which  -did  not 
bear  out  in  practice  the  expectations  con- 
cerning it  at  Ihe  time  of  its  adoption,  can 
only  record  a preferential  tally  if  the 
eleclors  express  their  preferences  all  the 
wav  through  the  piece.  "Flumping?  de- 
feats the  purpose  of  the  ballot,  where  in 
only  the  full  expression  of  the  electors’ 
choices  can  give  a proportional  result. 
That  seems  to  Ik*  the  only  way  to  make 
the  best  of  the  system,  lo  mark  the  ballot 
paper  clear  through  to  its  end.
